WINNIPEG, Aug. 1.—(Canadian Press)

in Winnipeg, and leaves early in the morn- 
ing for Portage la Prairie, where, in the 
town which has been his home for many 
years, he will be greeted as the first pre- 
mier of Canada to come out of the, west. 

Portage la Prairie’s reception is to be 
non-political in {ts naturé, and is rather 
the honoring of a distinguished citizen 
than the leader of a political party. 

Public bodies of the city have co-oper- 
ated in the arrangements, and public men 
from the entire west have been invited, 

Premier Meighen will reach Portage la 
Prairie at 11 o'clock, and he will be es- 
corted to Island Park, where the day's 
events will be held. At one o'clock there 
will be a luncheon, and at four o'clock, in 
the open air, the city’s formal welcome 
will be extended to the premier and he 
will make an address, 

It is expected that Portage will hold a 
great crowd to do homage to the premier. 
Tt is civic holiday both for Portage and 
for Winnipeg, and there will be a large 
umber of visitors from elsewhere in the 


province and beyond ft,

Be Within 75 Miles Of . Warsaw; 


Brest-Litovsk Captured By Reds ADVANCE RATES 


Polish Stronghold Said to Have Fallen After Slight Resistance— 


In Spite of These And Other Bolsheviki Successes, Military Ex- 
perts of Anglo-French Mission in Poland Reported to Be Optim- 
istic Because of Stiffening of Polish Resistance 


‘ PARIS, Aug. 1—(Associated Press.)—The Russian soviet army 
is now within 75 miles of, Warsaw. It has captured Lomza, which 
is just that distance northeast of the Polish capital and the town 
of Kolno and Szezuezyn, near the German border in the Lomza re- 
dion. 

In spite of these and other Bolsheviki successes, the military ex- 
perts of the Anglo-French mission in Poland are reported to be 
optimistic, because of the remarkable stiffening in the resistance of 
the Polish northern army under General Paller. 

The chief concern of the experts is the position of the fourth 
Polish army, defending Brest-Litovsk, but Polish advices declare 
the pressure upon that army will be relieved shortly by the Polish 
counter-offensive which is being directed northeastward from the 
region of Brody, northeast of Lemberg. 

A large number of ships are arriving at Danzig daily from French 
and British ports with munitions which are being unloaded rapidly 
and rushed to the Polish front, according to word received here. An 
efficient unloading system has been organized by the allied experts, 
and-in putting this system into effect, French, British and Polish 
workers are laboring side by side without interference, it is de- 
clared. ‘ 


LONDON, Aug. 1—The fortress of Brest-Litovsk, the stronghold 
110 miles east of Warsaw on the boundary of Poland proper, is report- 
ed to have been captured by the Russians, according to a wireless dis- 
patch from Berlin today. 

The reports came from Eastern Germany and declared that 
Brest-Litovsk had been taken by the Bolsheviki only after a slight re- 
sistence from the Poles and that the soviet forces were continuing 
their advance toward Warsaw and Lemberg. 

The Bolsheviki calvary on the German eastern frontier, the mes- 
sage adds, has been withdrawn and started in the direction of Warsaw. 


WARSAW, Aug.°1—Bolsheviki forces which have been con- 
centrated on the banks of the Narew river, with the apparent object: 
of driving to Warsaw along the Bug river, have delivered a series 
of strong attacks, according to a Polish communique issued here 
today. The statement adds that the Poles have repulsed the Bol- 
sheviki with heavy loss in a sector near Topieloe, the Russions 
abandoning 11 machine guns and leaving 500 dead. 

A desperate struggle is going on west of Bialystok on the 
Brest-Litovsk railroad for possession of the line running through 
Topezeja and Lubina and along the rivers Nurets and Zerqes. 

The fighting in the Brody region is reported by the statement 
as favorable to the Poles.

Allied Legations Advise Nationals 


; Other Than Officials to Leave City; 


Vice-Premier Outlines Peace Terms 


LONDON, Aug 1.—Two cardinal points which peace between 
soviet Russia and Poland must include are the independence of the 
Poles state and the right of self-determination for the states separ- 
ating Russian from Poland on the cast, according to a Warsaw dis- 
patch to the London Times, 

The message, which quotes peace terms outlined by Vice- 4 
Premier Daszynski, in the Warsaw French newspaper De Pologne, 
says the demands include no interference by Bolsheviki in Polish 
internal affairs, no disarmament and the recognition of the Polish 
boundaries as outlined by Premier Lloyd George of Great Britain. 

The British and United States as well as the French legations in 
Warsaw have advised all their nationals, other than officials, to leave 
the city, continued the dispatch, which say this action has had a very 
depressing effect upon the Poles, 

The message adds that, on receipt of authority from Paris, 
The French military mission at Warsaw is now taking an active part 
in the decision of the Polish armies,

EFFECTIVE SEPT. 1 


Rate Experts of Carriers Will 


Start Today on The New 
Tariff Schedule 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1—(Ry The 


Associated Press)—-Authority for the 


railroads of the United States to in- 
crease their revenues by approximate- 
ly one bililon and a half dollars was 
gtanted yesterday by the Interstate 
Commerce commission. Freight rates 
will be advanced about one-third, pas- 
senger fares one-fifth and pullman 
one-half, 

Coastwise and inland steamship lines 
and electric railway rates, in propor- 
tion to the increases granted to tae 
railroads serving the same _terr‘tory. 
No estimate of the aggregate amount 
to result from these advances has 
been made. * 

The new rates, which are to con- 
tinue in force until March 1st, 1922, 
will become effective in fifteen days’ 
notice by the carriers to the commis- 
sion and the public and they must 
be in operation before January 1st. 

To Offset Wage Increases 

Increases granted by the commis- 
sion are designed to off-set the $600, 
000,000 wage advance awarded by the 
railroad labor board and to provide 
the six percent net income on the ag- 
gregate value of tae railroad proper- 
ties as permitted under the transport- 
ation.act. The aggregate value of all 
of the railroads was estimated by the 
commission at $18,900.000,000, as 
against a book value of $20,040,000,- 
000 given by the carriers. 

Increases in rates are designed to 
give the carriérs an annual net oper- 
ating income of $1,134,000,000 or 
$241,000,000 more than the standard 
return allowed by the government 
and based on the average of three 
year period immediately prededing 
federal control. 

Rates Effective Sept. 1st 

This sum is $34,000,000 more than 
the roads made in their record year, 
1916, but is $99.000,000 less than the 
total of $1,233,000,000 net operating 
income which they sought in present- 
ing their applications to the commis- 
sion.

CUP TO BE RACED NEXT SEASON 


Alexander C. Ross, of Cape Breton and Halifax Yacht Clubs Would 
Build in Canada and Have All Canadian Crew for Race in July, 


1921 


NEW YORK, Aug 1,—(Canadian 
Press)—Alexander C. Ross, Montreai, 
former member of the Dominion par- 

liament, yesterday challenged for the 

America’s cup, according to the ' New 
York World. It calied for a Canadian 
built yacht to come to New York in 
July of next year. His challenge 
supercedes the intended one of Sir 
Thomes Lipton for anothe race in 
1922, 

Mr. Ross yesterday sent a telegram 
to Commodore J. P. Morgan, of the 
New York Yacht club, that read:

Hear- 
ing through the press that Sir Thomas 
Lipton does not intend to compete for 
the cup in 1921, I, om behalf of these 
clubs, respectfully beg to challenge to 
compete for the cup in July. 1921. 

“We will bulid a boat on tho Atlantic 
to be manned by Canadians if you 


grant us this opportunity of competing. 


We will abide as to measurements and 
cost, etc, and wil} submit our bona 
fides by letter.”

The amalgamation of the Regina 
Leader and Post and of the Sas- 
katoon Star and Pheonix announc- 
ed today tells how hard the news- 
papers of Canada are being hit by 
increased costs of production. 
Paper cost jumped 50 per cent on 
July 1st .Wages costs jumped 18 
to 20 per cent on June 1st. Postage 
rates have been increased 200 per 
cent. Freight rates are to be still 
further increased. All this added 
to large increases already made 
since 1914, 

The period of cheap newspaper 
production has ceased and a new 
condition exists and publishers 
and the public must accomodate 
themselves to it. 

It is a question whether the 
means taken in Regina and Sas- 
katoon is the best way or not. No 
doubt there will be some decrease 
in cost of production, resulting 
from the publication of two 
papers by the one plant. On the 
other hand the joint production 
of newspapers presenting opposite 
views tends against public con- 
fidence in the sincerity of the 
views expressed. One of the 
main functions of a newspaper is 
to give expression to the principles 
held by its readers. It is chiefly 
in this way that the press has ex- 
panded human liberty and advanc- 
ed civilization. It could only do 
so while people had confidence in 
its sincerity. Whatever shakes 
that confidence limits its useful- 
ness and lessens the real value of 
the return on its cost. Under the 
system of joint production people 
may be paying less; but they will 
not be getting real value for what 
they do pay. 


The Appeal to London. 

The Privy Council has granted 
leave to the Government to appeal 
against ‘the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Canada relating to 
the Board of Commerce. In effect 
this means that the court of last 
resort will hear argument in sup- 
port of the contention that the 
Board is legally established and 
has power to deal with combines 
and regulate prices, the Supreme 
Court ‘having decided to the con- 
trary. 

Just whether the public should 
hope that ‘the Government wins or 
loses the case is not very clear. If 
the Board has power to deal with 
combines it has shown no dispo- 
sition to exercise it that the mau 
on the street has been able to dé- 
ject, and where it has tried to 
regulate prices they have usually 
responded by going up. Perhaps 
the combines would have been 
more rapacious and prices have 
gone up faster if there had been 
on Board of. Commerce, but the 
supposition rests entirely upon a 
charitable presumption, 

If the decision of the Supreme 
Court is confirmed, the next ques- 
tion perhaps will be whether the 
retail store-keepers who have been 
doing business under orders of the 
Board will be able to enter action 
against the Government to recover 
the profits of which they were 
deprived by its improperly ap- 
pointed agent, If the decision is 
reversed, will the Government be 
entitled to collect from the firms 
which have defied the Board and 
refused to obey its orders, or do 
they keep what they have taken? 


_ Before that stage is reached it 


might be well for the Board to 
pass an order regulating the 
amount of fees that lawyers may 
charge for suing it on behalf of 
clients who have obeyed its orders 
and lost money, and for defending 
clients who have defied it and 
made money. It was'to keep down 
the cost of living, not to increase 
the amouut and cost of litigation, 
that the Board of Commerce was 
supposed to have been appointed, 

It is notable that none of the 
papers which are so anxious to 
have Canadians deprived of the 
right of appeal to the Privy Coun-

Promoting a Blockade. 

Delegates at the convention of 
the Union of Canadian Municipali- 
ties at Quebee passed a resolution 
calling on the Federal authorities 
to see that Western grain en route 
to Europe is shipped via Canadian, 
and not United States, ports. All 
well and good when the Canadian 
ports are open and the terminal 
facilities not clogged. But when 
the storage elevators are crammed 
to the roof and the harbors of 
Montreal and Quebec are locked 
up by ice it is a pretty large order 
to ask that the wheat movement 
should be checked rather than al- 
low the grain to go forward via 
U.S. ports. We had a sample of 
that sort of thing during the war, 
when the U.S. authorities excluded 
Canadian grain from the U.S. 
routes. The result was a grain 
blockade ‘that left the Canadian 
farmers’ grain lying in the field 
while the U.S. farmer supplied the 
Allies at war prices. That experi- 
ence was thrust upon us by action 
of the U.S. Government. To sug- 
gest that the Canadian government 
should deliberately impose like 
conditions upon the farmers and 
the country generally in the inter- 
ests of Canadian railway and ship- 
ping companies is a ‘‘bit thick.’’ 
Mayor Clarke would have been 
better employed at home attending 
to the business for which he draws 
salary than mis-representing the 
views and interests of the tax- 
payers of the city by sanctioning 
a proposal to shackle the Western 
farmer for the benefit of eastern 
shipping interests, 


The Canadian Chautauqua. 
Those citizens who—and they 
are a large number—have come to 
look upon Chautauqua week as 
one of the events of the year will 
be interested in the announcement 
that next summer’s program is to 
be supplied, by a new Canadian or- 
ganization, Hitherto Canadian 
Chautauquas have been conducted 
under the auspices of the organ- 
ization carrying on such work in 
the United States. A Canadian 
company has now been incorpor- 
ated and will provide the week’s 
program for this and other Cana- 
dian cities next year, The develop- 
ment is in the nature of things, 
and in no sense due to popular dis- 
satisfaction with the conduct of 
these events in the past.

Please say if they can legally 
charge me this amount, seeing I) 
have already paid them $326.00 in- 
terest, ahd if they are entitled to 
charge, what is tie legal amount of 
interest they can collect. 

I have a letter in which they admit 
all installments have been repaid.

The mortgage should contain a 
statement showing the rate of interest 
charged per annum, and if this state- 
ment is not in the mortgage no in- 
terest can be charged. We presume, 
however, the Mortgage company are 
Caurging you for arrears and as you 
admit you were in arrears in making 
paymente it looks from the facts you 
mention as if they were entitled te 
collect from you. If the rate mention- 
ed in tae mortgage is 10 per cent. 
they are quite justified in collecting 
on all arrears at that rate. We have

As postmaster 
general I would be glad if the house 
of commons and the senate would see 
tneir way to fix the rate at five or 
six cents at once; but this would 
mean that under present circumstan- 
ces you would put all these papers of 
Canada out of business immediately. 
I find, after long discussion, and after 
giving thought to this matter, that 
there is only one way out of the dif- 
ficulty: it is to admit the principle 
that the newspapers must be not‘fied 
that in future they will have to pay 
and shall be made to pay waat they 
cost to my department. The only 
way is to make a gradual increase 
as ig proposed by this Bill. This 
year the increase is to be one cent;

“PERSIAN LAMB” IN ALBERTA 


(Montreal Star) 

Persian lamb fur of a quality equal 
to the best that can be imported 
from Agia is now an Alberta product 
on an increasing ecale, and ultimately 
it will be a product on a very large 
scale as the Karakule sheep from 
which the pelts are taken tarive in 
the Canadian province, Originally 
the stock came from a country of ex- 
treme temperatures and of a dry cli- 
mate. While it ig never extremely 
hot in Adberta, it is eometimes ex- 
tremely cold, but the air (a dry and ‘n- 
vigorating, and the Karakule breed 
Geveloped out aere is even an im- 
provement over the original. 

Persian, as a matter of prostac fact, 
ls not Persia- ---~* at all, but Bok- 
hara Jans, the fur in question being 
the pelts of Karakule lambs ten days 
old or leas, and not those of Persian 
lambs. The Persian sheep are a seal 
brown, and while their fur is fairly 
valuable, it does not compare’ wit 
that of the Karakules, being more of 
the Astrakhan type, rather looser in 
the curl and woolier. The appellation 
“Persian lamb" comes from the fact 
that all the trading for the Karakule 
Pelte is doing in markets in Persia, 
which being the centre of the indus- 
try, naturaly gives {ts name to the 
widely known article of commerce.

credits legislation 
was prepared by G. W. Prout, at that 
time member of the legislature for 
Kilconan and St. Andrews, and until. a 
few months ago administrator of the 
act Mr. Prout considers that the 
plan has been a great success, that it 
has cnabled the Manitoba farmer to 
go ahead wtih necessary improve- 
ments to his fartn and to develop his 
investment along business-like, lines. 
Money is Joaned for breaking land, 
for putting in and taking off creps, also 
for purchasing live stock and equip- 
ment, for improvements and buildings, 
or wages. Loans this year for break- 
ing land will amount to about $350,- 
000, and Mr, Prout points out that 
the continuation of this development 
of new land on an ever-widening scale 
will have the effoct of adding rapidly 
and efficiently to the area of crop 
iand in the province and of increasing 
agricultural wealth. All loans are for 
short terms, not more than on year, 
but are stibject to renewal in certain 
cases. The borrower pays seven per 
cent. The maximum loan to one in- 
dividual at one time is $5,000. 
Frovince Behind Work 

Up to a few months ago the loans 
were made by the banks on recom- 
mendation of the local rural credits 
societies, The provincial govern- 
ment today is behind this work finan- 
cially, and if a society finds any dif- 
ficulty in financing its loans locally, 
the government itself pays the money 
direct to the borrower. To raise the 
funds for this extension of its services, 
the government is opening offices 
where it accepts funds for deposit and 
operates in other. ways as a banking 
institution, The government pays 
four per cent on deposits, and gives 
to depositors checking privileges, One 
office is open now in North Winni- 
peg, one in a down-town office is be- 
ing prepared. Other offices will be 
opened in Brandon, Portage la Prairie, 
Selkirk, and other points, and it is 
the belief of those interested in the 
work that these savings offices even- 
tually will receive more than _ suffi- 
cient funds to carry on the farm loan 
work. 

There is a central office in Winni- 
peg in general control of the rural 
eredits work, and it has the rarely- 
exercised right of veto over the opera- 
of the local societies, but the 
whole intention of the plan is to cen- 
tre authority in the local boards. The 
result is, that an application for a loan 
is passed upon by the applicant's own 
neighbors, who know hig habits and 
h's eclreumstances and his needs, and 
the danger of loss is reduced to a 
minimum, 

The good intentions of the borrow- 
er becomes security for the repayment 
of the money advanced. If the money 
is borrowed for putting in a crop, for 
instance, the crop itself becomes se- 
curity for the loan. The borrower is 
a business man, and is subject to busi- 
ness laws, and, like any business man, 
if he sells out he is obliged to settle 
with his creditors or become subject 
to prosecution for fraud. 

Each local society has a member- 
ship of at least fifty, and only mem- 
berg of the society may borrow. Each 
member pays $10 on his share of 
stock. The local municipality and 
the provincial government between 
them, in equal shares, take up stock 
to an amount equal to the subscrip- 
tions of the farmer-members of the 
society. This fund, which amounts 
to a minimum of $1,000, is invested in 
approved securities and becomes a 
fund to guarantee to the government 
repayment of loans authorized by the 
society. It is interesting to note that 
in no case has the guaranty fund been 
called upon to make good a loan. 

Each society is governed by a 
board of nine. Three directors are 
appointed by the members, three by 
the local municipality, and three by 
the government, one of the latter be- 
ing experienced in the administration 
of the act, and a member at the same 
time of several local boards in the 
district. This board passes wpon all 
applications and sends a record of its 
transactions to the central Winnipeg 
office.

BRITISH FIRMS 
CONSIDER MOVE 
TO THO COUNTRY 


Sir Robert Kindersley Says the 
Taxation in the Motaerland 
Causes Anxiety 


London, July 31—(Canadian Asso- 
ciated Presas)—ir Robert Kindersley, 
chairman of the board of tae Hud- 
son's Bay company, at its annual 
meeting Saturday said that British 
taxation was compelling the directors 
to consider the possibility of trans- 
ferring part of their business to pure- 
ly Canadian companies, 

Sir Robert referred to the advant- 
age which Canadian rivals had over 
them in not being subjected to the 
excess profits duty. He said that prob- 
ably the most important matter aa 
far as the Hudson's Bay company 
was concerned, was that under the 
English law they were not allowed to 
depreciate their holdings before pay- 
ing taxes. In an _ old established 
country this might be reason:z.ble, but 
it Wag unreasonable in a young coun- 
try like Canada, where 89 many 
buildings were of a temporary charac- 
ter. It would be impoasible to develop 
thelr townsites while they were an 
English company. Sir Robert also 
hinted at the near prospect of further 
capital being required in view of the 
considerable expansion before them, 
but if there was a material fail in 
prices fresh capital migat not be 
required. The chairman alluded to an- 
other year’s prosperity in their fur 
trade, d te the more severe com- 
petition in the last few years than 
ever before; even while tae company, 
unlike its competitors, was subject to 
both English and Canadian taxes. 
The prospect of their farm lands was 
encouraging except in certain portions 
of Alberta. There seemed to be slight 
signe of tae revival of better class 
real estate. The stores and other 
trading resuits were much the same 
as in 1919. 

The chairman, after alluding to the 
complete success of the anniversary 
celebration, said:— 

Canada Looks Good 

“General conditions tn Canada, I 
believe, have seldom been better. 
This country, like the rest of the 
world, is suffering from the effects of 
inflation and from the general labor 
unrest. In Canada the Alfficulties 
are not so pronounced as in many 
other countries. I was immensely 
struck by the evidence of a sound 
prosperity which one encountered 
there, and there was almost an, entire 
absence of that spirit of boom and 
speculation which one met in every 
town in pre-war days. Specniation 
has given place to productive enter- 
prise and genuine occupation, and 
there is a general feeling of quiet 
| confidence in the future of the coun- 
try, and of all beligerent countries to- 
day. TI believe Canada to be in the 
soundest financial and economic po- 
sition, and better able to meet the 
difficulties of the future, There are 
also distinct evidences of the Canadian 
public refraining from purchasing 
high priced goods.”

Final Performance is Held Satur- 
day Night—Chautanqua 
Assured For 1921 


Tt was with no little regret on tae 
Part of many people that they sald 
“au revoir” to Chautauqua on Satur- 
day night. Throughout the past 
week Chautauqua broagat amusement 
and instruction to thousands of citi- 
zens. Though final arrangements had 
not been completed at the time the 
Saturday night performance came to 
an end, detaila were so nearing com- 
pletion that Caautauqua for next year 
is practically assured. 

The principal attraction on Satur- 
day proved to be the Fisk Jublee Sing- 
ers from the Fisk University, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and about whom an art- 
‘ele appeared in The Bulletin in Sat- 
urday’s music poege. The ‘ opening 
number of the afternoon performance 
Was “Steal Away to Jesue,”’ waich the 
original Fisk singers sang in Oberlin, 
Ohio, and which proved the stepping 
stone to their success. The next 
group included “I want to be Ready,” 
“Tommy and the Minieter,’ and “A 
Wheel in a Wheel.” Two _ readings 
from the negro poet, Paul Lawrence 
Dunbar, “In the Morning,” and a war 
poem of the time of the civil war, 
proved that the negro ie not only a 
maker of songs, but is a poet as well. 
The concluding number of the after- 
noon program was “Swing Low Sweet 
Chariot.” whea, when sung by the 
Kisk singers to Queen Victoria, 
brought tears to the eyes of that sov- 
ereign lady. 

W. L. Mellinger, a recognized 
speaker of the league to enforce 
peace, of which President of the U. 
8. A, W. H. Taft ,is president, addres- 
-sed tae audience on “International 
Roads.” The speaker, in a lengthy ad- 
dreas, proved that toads, both land 
and water were of paramount im- 
portance in world affairs, When the 
‘Czar is quoted as saying, “For Con- 
stantinople, my people are prepared 
to make any sacrifice.”

Q—What is the construction of the) 
movie camera? 

A—The usual, movie camera con- 
sists of a box or cab!net with two film 
compartments shut off from the rest 
of the camera and occupying the 
rear half of the machine. The film 
travels downwaud, passing from the 
unexposed film box, around two guide

“Ignoring the dictum that “com- 
parisons are odious,” says City Comp- 
troller Mitchell, “the accompanying 
comparative summary of civic expen- 
ditures and revenues for the cities of 
Edmonton and Calgary for the last 
year aay be of interest. There is a 
food deal in common between the two 
cities as to their civic problems, and 
readers will ‘be able from the 
mary to draw their own conclusions. 
Tt will be apparent, however, that ex- 
cept as regards the debt charges, 
which are greater in Edmonton than 
in Calgary, there is no very substan- 
tial difference as regards the ultimate 
cost of administration, 
being very similar in both cases. The 
net assessment for Edmonton § and 
Calgary for municipal purposes last 
year wae $19,199,320 and $77,955,887 
respectively; while the tax rates were 
35.30 and 35.50 for 1919. 

“It should be noted, however, that 
one favorable aspect of the current ex- 
pendtures occurs in the ‘case of Ed- 
monton in the matter of what are 
termed ‘controllable expendiitures,’ 
which were under those of Calgary
